Editorial Notes 


DANGER IN’ What does a person 
ANTISEPTIC want when he goes in- 
TABLETS 

to a drug store*and calls 
for a bottle of antiseptic tablets? It is 


impossible to know until one or two. 


questions have been asked so as to 
learn the purpose for which they are 
to be used. Such questioning is some- 
times resented by the purchaser, and 
a disagreeable embarrassment ensues. 
Inasmuch as the “alkaline and antisep- 
tic tablets,” or “Seiler’s Antiseptic 
Tablets,’ are comparatively harmless, 
even if inadvertently swallowed, and 
non-irritating when dissolved in the 
amount of water generally used when 
either kind is called for, they may be 


considered as almost incapable of do- 
ing any damage. But the corrosive 
sublimate tablets which are generally 
sold under the name of antiseptic tab- 
lets are not only highly poisonous if 
taken internally, but very harmful 
when dissolved in a small amount of 
water and applied to mucous surfaces. 


It is very undesirable that these two 


very different tablets should be sold. 


under the same name. ‘Two or three 


things may be suggested with a view 


of lessening the chances of accident hy 
this confusion in name. 

1. Alkaline and antiseptic tablets 
(Seiler’s, etc.), and no poisonous ones, 


Should be sold under the name of 
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“antiseptic tablets.” Their composi- 
tion is similar to the U. S. P. Liquor 
Antisepticus and N. F. Liquor Anti- 
septicus Alkalinus (except that the 
latter is colored), and they are used 
for like purposes. This would prevent 
poisoning or injury from their use. 

2. Mercuric chloride tablets should 
be sold under another name, never as 
“antiseptic tablets.” “Sublimate tab- 
lets” would be a good name. 

3. Sublimate tablets should never 
be sold uncolored. Some manufac- 
turers now make them of various col- 
ors, according to strength. Some 
agreement among manufacturers 
might be reached on this point. 

4. Sales of sublimate tablets should 
be invariably registered, as the Cali- 
fornia poison law requires. It will be 
difficult to enforce this provision, be- 
cause many persons, in fact, those who 
use them most, object to having their 
purchases recorded, and especially re- 
sent the necessary inquiry as to the 
use to be made of them. 
uncommon thing for a Chinaman or 
other messenger to be sent to a drug 
store with an empty bottle bearing the 


label of these tablets, and ask for one 


like it. Usually he gets it without 
any trouble. Registration is not in- 
sisted on, perhaps not asked. If the 
law were changed so as to eliminate 
the requirement as to the “purpose or 
use,’ it would be easier for the phar- 
macist to carry it out, and by a little

it would soon be generally lived up to.

terests. These cause the annual meet- 
ings to be so crowded that the present 
machinery is being felt somewhat cum- 
bersome. Many feel that the time is 
ripe for a reorganization that shall 
eliminate most of the business of the 
association from the general meetings, 
to be cared for by a large elective 
board or council. Other plans have 
been suggested with a view of making 
the association largely representative 
of local branches or societies. A

The bill (H. R. 16091) dealing with the 
last named, without encountering seri- 
cus outspoken opposition, was smoth- 
ered in committee, whence it never 
emerged. We are assured, however, 
that it has a good prospect of being 
passed when Congress meets in De- 
cember. 


The National Associa- 
tion of Retail Drug- 
gists is anxious to have every State 
Pharmaceutical Association affiliated 
with it, thereby giving it the moral 
backing and some small financial aid 
in its work. Inasmuch as the N. A.

commending its work was prepared by 
the Board of Trustees of the State 
Association, to be submitted to the 
members for their adoption, but 
through an inadvertence it was never 
presented.

NAVAL Efforts were made 
PHARMACISTS to secure the attend- 
ance at the meeting of the California 
Pharmaceutical Association of the 
pharmacists in the fleet and other de- 
partments of the government service, 
but as both the Pacific and Atlantic 
fleets had left the Bay of San Fran- 
cisco the day before the meeting, the 
attempt was nearly fruitless. Invita- 
tions were sent to all whose names 
could be obtained, inducing those in 
the Army, at the Naval Stations, and 
in the Public Health and Marine Hos- 
pital Service. One of the last named 
was quarantined at Angel Island, and 
one from the Marine Hospital at San 
Francisco attended. The others were 
all detained at their respective posts 
by their duties. The first thought in 
connection with this subject was a de- 
sire to show the pharmacists of the 
fleet some special attention. Then it 
was decided to invite them to the ban- 
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quet and other entertainments, and in- 
cidentally. to make their acquaintance 
and learn of their life, its advantages, 


its duties, its responsibilities and its 


drawbacks as compared with the lives 
of other pharmacists. 

The presence of these gentlemen was 
also desired because it was in contem- 
plation to have the status and compen- 
sation of pharmacists in the govern- 
ment employ discussed, with a view of 
making an effort to improve these con- 
ditions. This subject was discussed 
and resolutions adopted, asking Con- 
gress to pass certain bills that have 
been submitted to it looking toward 


that end. In the course of correspond- 


ence in connection with these invita- 
tions, it was learned from the authori- 
ties at Washington that there are no 
pharmacists in the fleet, their duties 
being performed by hospital stewards 
selected from enlisted, men 
scarcely any of whom are pharmacists. 
Pharmacists in the Navy are all em- 
ployed at the shore stations. At pres- 
ent there are only twenty-five all told, 
and we claim to be the second naval 
power in the world. 


THE SITUATION The commis- 


iN CUBA sion appointed by 
Governor Magoon to investigate and 
report to him, have reported recom- 
mending that the decree of the Gov- 
ernor be abrogated, that the graduation 
requirement be still continued, and the 
evil of the regentes’ permitting the use 
of their names for a _ consideration 
without any supervision on _ their 
part be reached by requiring the owner 
to employ a graduate, who must 
always be in the store when it is open. 

We have not heard whether Gov- 
ernor Magoon has acted upon the com- 
mission’s recommendation. He seems 
to say, like Pontinus Pilate, “What I 
have written, I have written.” It looks

as if he were going to content himself 
with the suspension of his original 
proclamation. As the United States 
will probably soon withdraw from 
Cuba, it may be that he thinks it best 
to leave the whole matter in statu quo. 

Unfortunately another causus belli 
has arisen through the appointment by 
the Provincial Governor of Senor Jose 
Gaston to be proprietor of a pharmacy, 
when it appears that he had not the 
professional qualification required by 
the Cuban law. This stirred up the 
Pharmaceutical Association, who have 
entered formal protest against this 
action, and the question is to come be- 
fore the Supreme Court. Thus the 
agitation is renewed, and the end is 
not in sight.

UNDER IE of Health held their 
Sear See first hearing in the 
FOOD AND 
DRUGS LAW matter of adulter- 
| ated foods at Sacra- 
mento, May 15th. Between fifty and 
sixty firms were cited to appear, and 
it is stated that the charges so far 
as examined were sustained. “Soft 
Drinks” were found badly adulterated, 
aniline and other coloring matter being 
used. 

The next meetings hereafter will be 
held monthly, and it looks as if the 
purveyors of foods and drinks would 
have a hard time. The minimum fine 


is $25.00, and the court is empowered © 


to destroy all misbranded or adulter- 
ated foods found in the possession of 
the accused. 

- The Board may at any time investi- 
gate the adulteration of drugs, though 
up to the present time they have given 
their attention entirely to foods.

THE BOARDS AND 
PRELIMINARY 
EDUCATION 


The first State 
Board of Phar- 
macy to demand 
any preliminary education was that of 
California, which about the year 1894 
began to exact a grammar _ school 
graduation or its equivalent of all can- 
didates, both pharmacists and assist- 
ants. This standard has not been 
raised, though the leading colleges of 
pharmacy require one or two years of 
high school work. The Board of Phar- 
macy of South Dakota has now taken 
the lead in this matter. Last January 
they established a preliminary require- 
ment of three years of high school 
work with its equivalent, and have an- 
nounced that on the first of January, 
1909, a full high school course of four 
years or its equivalent will be de- 
manded of all board candidates. When 
the boards and colleges generally adopt 
this requirement, there will be some 


prospect that pharmacy may be re- 


garded as a profession, for other things 
in line with higher education will 


surely follow higher preliminary 
standards. 
PHARMACOPOEIAS _ Linwood A. 


Brown of the 
division of phar- 
macy of the Agricultural Experiment 
Station of North Dakota, reports that 
only a fraction over 65 per cent of the 
drug stores investigated had a copy of 
the eighth revision of the U.S. P. It 
is to be hoped that his investigations 
were directed chiefly to stores of the 
more doubtful order, and that other 
States would not make as poor a show- 
ing in this respect as North Dakota. 
Somebody in framing a model phar- 
macy .law incorporated a proviso re- 
quiring each pharmacy to have a copy. 
The above report seems to indicate a 
need of such a law. 


IN DRUG STORES 


According to the 
THE LIQUOR Pacific Drug Review, 


the Portland drug- 
gists can sell liquors “for medicinal 
purposes by registering the sale and 
having the customer sign for it.” A 
physician’s prescription is not required. 

But agitation is still going on in 
Southern California. Druggists of 
Long Beach have been notified that 
they must discontinue the sale of a 
number of malt extracts, as they con- 
tain from two to five per cent of alco- 


hol. The mayor and councilmen of 


Riverside are framing an ordinance 
which will give druggists the privilege 
of selling intoxicating liquors, but 
under a number of conditions that will 
make the purchase so objectionable 
that it will be almost prohibitory. In 
San Francisco the conditions under 
which druggists may sell liquors is still 
being considered by our Board of 
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Supervisors, and definite action will be 
taken shortly. In Redlands, a prohibi- 
tion town, some druggists have re- 
ceived permits to sell liquors on mak- 
ing a deposit of $400 in coin as a guar- 
antee that they will not violate the re- 
quired conditions. A number of per- 
sons in Los Angeles have been fined for 


selling adulterated and colored “alco- 


holic drinks” at the soda fountain, 
apparently in ignorance of the fact that 
the beverages were “misbranded.”

HEALTH AND MARINE HOS- 
PITAL SERVICE.* 

The President of the California Pharma- 
ceutical Association, being desirous of pre- 
senting to its members a reliable statement 
concerning the duties, scope, responsibili- 
ties, etc., of the pharmacists in the Public 
Health and Marine Hospital service, applied 
to his friend, Mr. A. M. Roehrig, Ph. G., 
who has been in the service many years, 
and is moreover an honored member of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, one 
of its council, and an active worker in phar- 
macy. While the following letter is a per- 
sonal one addressed to the president of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, it 
gives the information sought for in such a 
clear and comprehensive manner that the 
substance of it was presented to the Cali- 
fornia association, and it is now published 
entire for perusal, and it is hoped that all 
who are interested in the status of phar- 
macists in any position will carefully 
read it.

Professor William M. Searby, Presi- 
dent American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation, San Francisco, Cal—My Dear 
Mr. President: In order to assist you 
in presenting a symposium on the 
status, duties, etc., of pharmacists in 
the government employ, I will en- 
deavor to comply with your request 
so far as it relates to the United States 
Public Health and Marine Hospital 
Service, and hope that the statement of 
facts here given will suit your pur- 
pose. Yours truly,

The founders of our great Nation 


builded upon a solid foundation: almost 
every detail seems to have been antici- 
pated and provision made for centuries 
to come. The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, recording the first efforts in 
the establishment of this great Re- 
public, and the Constitution, which has

a century, under which we have grown 
and prospered to an unprecedented de- 
gree and developed into the greatest 
nation ever known in history, are mar- 
vels of diction, conciseness and thor- 
oughness. 

The great wisdom displayed by our 
forefathers was not confined to the 
afore-mentioned documents, but is also 
shown in numerous other matters, not 
the least of which was the formulation 
of a comprehensive plan for the care 
and alleviation of the sick and disabled 
seafaring men, the men who have con- 
tributed so largely to the constantly 
growing commerce and wealth of our 
country. 

These wise men foresaw even at that 
early date, when the Nation was still 
in its embryonic state, that to grow 
and prosper, the first and most 
important duty was to_ provide 
ships to carry on trade and com- 
merce with the outside world, and 
history records that this was encour- 
aged and fostered in every possible 
way until we became, in the early days 


of the nineteenth century the greatest 


maritime nation in the world. ‘Those 
were times when steam navigation was 
unknown and the slower sail power had 
to be depended upon, requiring weeks © 
to cross the Atlantic Ocean instead of 
days, as is now possible with the mod- 
ern steamships. It is to be regretted 
that the United States has been al- 
lowed to fall from its former lofty posi- 
tion to such an insignificant place as 
it now occupies in the ocean carrying 
trade. 

The life of a sailor in the early days 
was one of hardship, exposure and dan-_ 
ger, the nature of his calling such as to 
preclude the possibility of maintaining 
a permanent abiding place where he 
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could be cared for in time of sickness. 
Being generally of a generous, care- 
free nature, the sailor’s earnings while 
ashore soon disappeared, and when 
overtaken by sickness or injury he be- 
came a burden upon the local com- 
munity, and when refused even this 
beggarly solace was obliged to seek 
employment aboard ship, and it not in- 
frequently happened that a ship left 


port with some of the crew physically 


unable for duty, and when a sudden 


emergency arose, as in case of storm, 


hurricane, etc., the master discovered 
to his dismay that half of his crew was 


unfit to perform duty, thereby causing. 


the loss of many ships and valuable 
cargoes. 

To guard against these calamities 
and reduce such unfortunate catastro- 
phies to a minimum Congress, as early 
as the eighteenth century (July, 1798), 
established the Marine Hospital Ser- 


vice for the relief of sick and disabled 


seamen, creating a fund for that pur- 
pose designated “The Marine Hospital 
Fund.” 

Hospitals were erected at the prin- 
cipal seaport cities and also in cities 
located on inland navigable rivers. In 
addition to caring for seamen of the 
merchant vessels, the benefits of these 
hospitals were extended to sailors of 
the United States Navy, and later to 
the revenue cutter, lighthouse estab- 
lishment and other Government ser- 
vices. The Navy subsequently estab- 
lished its own medical service, but the 
men serving in the navy during the 
war of 1812 were cared for in our ma- 
rine hospitals when sick or injured. In 
time of war the marine hospitals are 
also utilized for military purposes in 
caring for sick and wounded soldiers. 


In the early days the hospitals were 


managed by physicians and others ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury from the immediate locality of the 
hospital, the personnel being composed 


usually of one physician or surgeon, 
apothecary, steward, matron and at- 
tendants. In 1871 the service was re- 
organized and all hospitals placed 
under the charge of a supervising sur- 
geon, who was commissioned by the 
President, all other officers being ap- 


pointed by the Secretary of the Treas- 


ury. Later this officer was called the 
supervising surgeon-general and the 
operations of the service were ex- 
tended—quarantine and public health 
functions being added. Apothecaries, 
stewards and matrons, as such, were 
discontinued and the duties were com- 
bined and performed by hospital stew- 
ards “who must be competent phar- 
macists,’ and upon whom devolved all 
the duties of the former three. The 
title has since been changed to phar- 
macist, and all appointed to this office 
must be graduates in pharmacy, but 
the duties remain the same as when 
they were designated by the former 
title. ‘The number of all officers was 
increased, entrance and promotion ex- 
aminations were required, officers ap- 
pointed to the general service and 
made subject to change of station. 

In 1889 an Act of Congress was ap- 
proved authorizing the President to 
commission the medical officers by and 
with the consent.of the Senate. Un- 
fortunately, this did not include the 
pharmacists. 

In 1893, on account of the prevalence 
of cholera in Europe and the danger of 


its importation into the United States, © 


additional quarantine duties were im- 
posed upon the service by Congress. 
In 1902 Congress passed an Act en- 


titled “An Act to increase the effici- 


ency and change the name of the 
United States Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice.” Under this Act the name was 
changed to the “Public Health and Ma- 


rine Hospital Service of the United 


States.” “Supervising” was dropped © 


from the title of the surgeon-general 
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and provision made for six assistant 
surgeons-general, who were placed in 
charge of the different divisions of the 
bureau at Washington. This Act was 
of great benefit to the service, giving 
it the name of a public health service, 
the functions of which it had performed 
many years. 


laboratory, one of the duties of which 
is to establish and maintain the stand- 
ard for anti-diphtheric serum, as pro- 
vided in the United States Pharma- 
copeeia (VIII). 


The functions of the Public Health 


and Marine Hospital Service may be 
considered, first, as a marine hospital 
service, and, second, as a public health 
service. As a marine hospital service 
it operates 22 marine hospitals and 
maintains 121 relief stations where 
hospital or dispensary treatment is fur- 
nished. The average number of sick 
and disabled seamen treated during a 
year is nearly 60,000: ‘These stations 
are located at all important ports of the 
United States, Hawaii, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines. 

The service maintains. a sanatorium 
for consumptives at Fort Stanton, New 
Mexico. Seamen who, in the opinion 
of the attending medical officer, would 
be benefited by living in this climate 
are sent there for treatment. The sana- 
torium was opened in 1899, and the 


results of treatment have been ex- 


ceedingly gratifying. 

A leprosy investigation station is 
now being fitted up by the service at 
Molokai, in the Territory of Hawaii, 


with a director and pharmacist on 


duty. | 

The service also operates all national 
quarantine stations and publishes the 
public health reports each week. 


During the epidemics of yellow fever 


in the Southern States, the service 


- maintains detention camps for the ob- 


servation of persons from the infected 
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The Act also provided. 
for the organization of the hygienic 


approach 
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area. Persons are received here from 
infected towns and detained until the 
period of incubation has been passed. 
It will be remembered that in former 
years the advent of frost had to be 
awaited to “kill the fever’—modern 
science has discovered that the disease 
is transmitted and spread through a 
certain breed of mosquito (stegomyia 
calopus) and that it was this pest 


which was killed by the frost, and not 


the “fever.” Armed with this knowl- 
edge we note the difference in the 


' method of combatting this dread dis- 


ease in the Southern States by the 


.Public Health and Marine Hospital 


Service a few years ago when it was 
stamped out long before frost ap- 
peared. 

The service also maintains a purvey- 
ing depot at Washington, D. C., witha 
pharmacist in charge, where all med- 
ical supplies, surgical appliances, etc., 
are furnished to the marine hospitals, 
quarantine and relief stations. 

With these words of explanation 
concerning the service and its work 
we may, with a better understanding, 
the Subject of the 


Pharmacists. 


The following extract, copied from 
the regulations of the service, will give 
an idea of the qualifications and duties: 

Pharmacists will be appointed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury upon the 
recommendation of the surgeon-gen- 
eral after passing a successful exami- 
nation under the rules prescribed by 
the United States Civil Service Com- 
mission. 

Applicants for this position must be 
citizens of the United States, gradu- 
ates of a reputable pharmaceutical col- 


lege, must furnish certificates of good 


moral character, and pass a satisfactory 
physical examination, to be conducted 
by a medical officer of this service. No 
applicant will be examined or ap- 
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‘pointed who is under 21 or over 30 
years of age. 

The pharmacists shall be divided 
into three classes; and hereafter phar- 
macists and chemists and pharmacists 
and assistant chemists’ shall be known 
as pharmacists of the first class, senior 
pharmacists as pharmacists of the 
second class, and junior pharmacists as 
pharmacists of the third class, and 
- original appointment shall be made to 
the grade of the third class. 

Pharmacists of the third class, at the 
expiration of three years’ service, shall 


be entitled to an examination for pro- | 


motion to the grade of pharmacists of 
the second class. Said examination shall 
be in writing, on subjects connected 
with their official duties, and the ques- 
tions shall be prepared under the direc- 
tion of the surgeon-general. The sur- 
geon-general shall furnish to the board 
of examiners a record of the pharma- 
cists’ services as obtained from the files 
of the bureau. If their record of eff- 
ciency, honesty and sobriety is not 
good, they will not be promoted. If for 
any reason not recommended for pro- 
motion, they shall not be entitled to 
another examination until the expira- 
tion of one year, when another ex- 
amination will be demanded of them, 


and if a second time not recommended 


for promotion, they shall be requested 
by the Secretary of the Treasury to 
tender their resignations. 

The number of pharmacists of the 


first class shall be limited to sixteen. 


A vacancy in the grade of pharmacist 
of the first class shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the Secretary of the 
Treasury upon the recommendation of 
the surgeon-general from the pharma- 
cists of the second class, according to 
seniority or merit and after a physical 
examination conducted by a board of 
medical officers of the service. The 
surgeon-general shall be governed in 
such recommendation by the result of 


the physical examination and the rec- 
ord of the pharmacists’ services as ob- 
tained from the files of the bureau. If 
his record of efficiency is not good or 
he fails to pass the physical examina- 
tion, the said pharmacist will not be 
promoted, and if for any reason it 
should appear that his record for in- 


efficiency or physical disability is due 


to his own vicious habits, he shall be 
dropped from the list of pharmacists. 

_ The general duties of a pharmacist 
shall be to oversee the duties of the 
attendants, to report dereliction of duty 
among the attendants to the command- 
ing officer, to prevent’ the destruction 


or loss of public property, to issue sup- 


plies to the attendants, to supervise the 
cleaning of the various buildings of the 
station, and to assist in preserving 
order in and about the buildings and 
grounds. He shall exercise the attend- 
ants once each week in the fire drill. 

The pharmacist will make daily in- 
spection of the wards, kitchen and 
quarters of attendants, giving particu- 
lar attention to cleanliness and proper 
preparation of food. | 

When there are two pharmacists on 
duty at a station the junior is subject 
to orders from the senior in rank, but 
such orders shall always be in accord- 
ance with the regulations and the rules 
issued by the commanding officer. 

The pharmacist-shall not send im- 
portant orders to one _ attendant 
through another, but the attendant 
may be sent. for to receive the order, 
and the pharmacist’s duty is not com- 


pleted until he has seen that the order 


has been carried out properly. 

It shall be the duty of the pharma- 
cist to inspect the meals of attendants 
and patients daily and see that they 
are properly cooked and served and 
that order is maintained. 

The pharmacist shall instruct each 
new attendant as to his duties and read 
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and explain to him the regulations gov- 
erning attendants. 

It shall be the duty of pharmacists 
to procure the subsistence and other 
supplies, as directed by the command- 
ing officer, to keep a record, by weight 
and measure, of all the stores received, 
and also of the stores issued each day 
to the cook or patients or to pharma- 
cists, and to compound and dispense 
such medicines as may be prescribed. 

The pharmacist must receive all sup- 
plies in person. By receiving is meant 
weighing or measuring, and, if prac- 
 ticable, at the time of delivery and in 
the presence of the person delivering. 

Pharmacists shall keep such ac- 
counts and records pertaining to the 
management of the service as may be 
directed by the commanding officer, 
and, unless otherwise ordered; at the 
discretion of said officer, shall keep 
the following accounts and books: 


Property record. 
Monthly report of subsistence. 
Inventory of patients’ effects. 
. Record of subsistence and other supplies. 
Inventory of medical supplies. 
Record of liquors consumed. 
Record of letters and papers sent. 
Record of papers and letters received. 


Attendants, after performing their 
prescribed daily duties, will report to 
the pharmacist for further orders. 

There are also innumerable duties 
which are not mentioned in the regula- 
tions. Pharmacists have considerable 
work of a technical character in the 
preparation of specifications and 
sketches for all kinds of construction 
and repair work of buildings, including 
plumbing, painting, heating apparatus, 
etc., and usually have to supervise the 
work while in progress; not the least 
of which duties include the preparation 
of estimates for all kinds of supplies, 
utensils and material required in run- 
ning the hospital, prepare requisitions, 
vouchers, schedules for subsistence 
and other supplies upon which propos- 
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als are obtained, prepare contracts, at- 
tend to the correspondence and do the 
typewriting. In short—the pharmacist 
in the Public Health and Marine Hos- 
pital Service must be a man of affairs— 
his duties are professional, executive 
and technical, which embrace besides 
his professional pharmaceutical work, 
services which in the United States 
Army belong to the quartermasters 
and commissaries, both of whom are 
commissioned officers. 


DRUGGISTS’ HOURS AND PRICES 
By J. G. Munson, President of the C. Ph. A. 
San José, Cal. 


Shorter hours and _ better prices 
should go together. I am earnestly in 
favor of both. By shorter hours I be- 
lieve that every drug store outside of 
the larger cities should open at 7:30 
a. m. and close at 8 p. m., except on 
Saturdays, when they should be closed 
at 9:30 p. m., and on Sunday keep open 
half a day, allowing each store to take 
its turn at keeping open all day. I be- 
lieve in good prices on crude drugs, 
chemicals, galenical preparations and 
prescriptions, and at least the printed 
prices on all proprietary and toilet 
articles. 

_ These prices should be considered 


only fair prices. 


Some years since the druggists in 
this vicinity held a meeting with a 
view to shortening the hours. At that 
time the stores closed at 11 p.m. After 
a lively discussion, it was decided to 
close at 10 p.m. Placards were printed 
and one placed in a conspicuous place 
in each store, which read as follows: 


EARLY CLOSING 
On and after January 20th next, all drug 
stores in San José will close at 10 p. m. 


That was a step in the right direc- 
tion. Five years later the druggists 
held another meeting and concluded 
that 9 p. m. was late enough to keep 
open, which was another step in the 
right direction, and today the time is 
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ripe to take another step in the same — 


direction by closing the stores at 8 
p. m., which is none too early to stop 
the day’s business. | 

All other stores close at 6 and 7 p. m. 
Proprietors and clerks need the neces- 
sary time for improvement and out- 
door recreation, and moreover ample 
time to get a little better acquainted 
with their families. This would be 


mutually beneficial to both proprietors 


and clerks. Without a doubt, if the 
shorter hours were put into practice 
for a while, it would prove so refresh- 
ing and agreeable that the old-time 
hours of closing would be looked upon 
as a joke. 

A local agitation in every city and 
town: in California should in- 
augurated to shorten the hours and to 
get better prices. 


I know from-my personal experi- 
ence that the majority of druggists 
want shorter hours, and also better 
prices, but a few hold out for the extra 
nickels, which would not be the case if 
the druggists were organized and 
would all agree to shorter day’s labor 
and better prices. The druggists have 
made themselves so popular with the 
public in general, by furnishing di- 
rectories, postage stamps, telephones, 
keeping an up-to-date information bu- 
reau and supplying them with 5-cent 
accommodation sales at almost any 
time of the day or night, that they 
expect these favors as a matter of 
right. 

It seems that some people have no 


consideration for the over-worked | 


druggists, and they do not fail to let us 
~ know with a scowl and a snarl that our 
store was closed after 9g o'clock last 
evening and they were therefore 
obliged to go home without postage 
stamps or a package of epsom salts. It 
is to be regretted that druggists should 
shoulder the negligence of such people. 

But who is to blame? Why, the 


druggist himself. So why not begin 
now to-try to better our condition by 
adopting a new plan of shorter hours 
and better prices? 


AN APPEAL TO. THE OLDER PHAR- 


MACISTS FOR A COLLEGE 
EDUCATION

There are many men _ scattered 
throughout the cities of the Pacific 


Coast whose education is sadly defi-. 


cient in what are now deemed essen- 
tials in the safe and satisfactory con- 
duct of the retail drug business. These 
men are worthy citizens in the com- 
munities in which they reside, de- 
servedly esteemed by all their neigh- 
bors and to all appearance able to suc- 
cessfully carry on the business in which 
they are engaged. Many of these have 
grown up from boyhood, passing per- 
haps 20, 30 or 40 years behind drug 
counters, and all have absorbed a fair 
working experience of the commercial 
side of the business. At the com- 
mencement of their career there were 
few if any laws governing the business. 


Feeling secure in the thought that no 


law would apply as a post facto dis- 
barment, these men have continued in 
business, content in the fancied se- 
curity that they could not be disturbed 
by keen-eyed officials, seeking those 
whom they might find violating the 
law. Annual registration seems to 
have fully satisfied all such. But are 
these self-educated men safe from pro- 
secution? Are their claims of immun- 
ity founded on secure grounds? Let us 
see. The advance in educational mat- 
ters in all lines during the last two 
generations has been marvelous, and 
in none more than in pharmacy. Forty 
years ago the idea of questioning a 
man’s right to practice medicine, law 
or other learned professions would not 
have been tolerated. The ranks of all 
such were abundantly sprinkled with 
shrewd and cunning practitioners more 
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or less successful in their respective 
fields. Owing to the legislative laws 
governing many professions and the 
subsequent tightening of legal require- 
ments, these men have been weeded out 
and retired to private life. Very many, 
however, recognizing the value of a 
college education, entered our various 
colleges and’ universities, and after 
taking the full prescribed course, 
graduated with honor, and have re- 


entered into the practice of their pro- 


fessions, fully qualified to satisfy all 
laws governing such cases. Now, as 
these professions demand of those en- 


rolled among their numbers a diploma © 


attesting their competency, is it not ap- 
parent that some time in the future 
laws may be passed requiring absolute 


proof of the ability of those conduct- © 


ing drug stores, either as clerks or pro- 
prietors, to produce the necessary di- 
plomas to establish the required status 
enabling them to continue the busi- 
ness? The security heretofore felt in 
registration is mythical. The laws now 
existing may be amended, and their 
provisions legislate out many who will 
feel much aggrieved at what they will 
term harsh and unfair treatment. The 
law of today shows no mercy to the 
uneducated dentist who cares for our 
teeth; or the lawyer who attempts to 
appear at the bar without proper li- 
cense; or the doctor who dares treat 
a patient at the bedside without un- 
questioned credentials. How long, 
then, cain we expect pharmacists to dis- 
pense medicines and compound pre- 
scriptions, wherein the lives of the sick 


are endangered, without throwing 
around them the mantle of competency. 


as required by a college education? In- 
deed this is a matter of far-reaching 
importance; it is of vital interest to 
every pharmacist in the land, for the 
public will demand, and_ legislators 
must enact, laws that will in greater 
measure protect the sick from inex-

perienced dispensing and harmful re- 
sults. This inevitable result is ap- 
proaching, and it is well for the middle- 
aged and elderly men now behind drug 
counters to be prepared to meet it. 
The way is easy. Enroll immediately 
as a student in a good college of phar- 


macy; take the full two years’ course 


and obtain the diploma which means 
security in the law, and a theoretical 
education, absolutely priceless to the 
recipient. No sensitiveness need be 
felt on account of age. Many gray- 
haired men enter our colleges and their 
advanced thought and ripened judg- 
ment make them excellent students. 
Mingling with younger men need have 
no terrors. The doors of the college 
will swing open to all who apply, and 
to the older men this appeal is espe- 
cially directed. Do not hesitate, but 
enter; the courses as they progress will 
give an education full of information 
and knowledge never dreamed of by 
the self-educated pharmacist ; and when 


completed he will have the great satis- 


faction of knowing that while within 
the pale of the law, he is thoroughly 
competent to meet all the requirements 
of the physician and the public, and at 
the same time he is amply repaid for all 
the trouble and expense in the con- 
sciousness of being an educated and 
competent pharmacist. 


DID YOU EVER?

Did you ever? Now, don’t be too 
sure whether or no, for the question is, 
“Did you ever wonder how the big 
department stores succeed in getting 
customers into their stores? ”’ 

The secret is ADVERTISING. 

Now, advertising has many branches. 
The first—the one that reaches the 


multitude—the newspaper. This is ex- 
_pensive, almost too much so for any 


but the big stores. Yet many a man 
has started in a small way and placed 
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most of his capital in the advertising 


page of a local paper. 
Since newspaper and magazine ad- 


vertising is a branch by itself, we'll let 


it go till some future paper. 
Now, advertising is a peculiar thing: 
we may see it, yet fail to recognize. It 


may be a huge poster at the roadside 


or street corner, may be a combination 
of letter pictures on paper, may be a 
satisfied customer, or may be a display 
in your window. 

The two latter are within the reach 
of every pharmacist; therefore, a little 
conversation along this line may serve 
to do some good. 

This brings us.to a dressed window. 

Walk in the park on Sunday after- 
noon and see which women are most 
noticed, the woman with the out-of- 
date dress and hat, or the natty, trim, 
up-to-dater. Even so with your wih- 
dow. | | 

Primarily, DO NOT HASH your 
windows. 

Pick up the morning paper and take 
notice which lines are bold. Supposing 
they took a front page and used all one- 
sized type. Would it attract you? Not 
much! Well, then, do as the news- 
paper editor—gather a few headlines 
that will stand out and catch as bait. 

Let your window be your front page. 
Don’t try to tell your whole story in 
one window. For instance, here are 
some 

DON’T neglect to have the glass 
clean. 

DON’T. forget to put clean paper or 
cloth on the floor. 

DON’T put shoddy or shopworn 
goods in the front. 

DON’T forget to place each article 
so as to be seen. | | | 

DON’T forget to give your OWN 
goods a show. 

DON’T forget the background; it 
shows up the smaller goods in the 
front. 

DON’T fail to pick your colors, as 


an inharmonious lot of colors spoils a 
good display. 
DON’T display out-of-season goods. — 


DON’T forget you're draping a 
DRUG STORE window. 

DON’T forget to put one thing at 
least that has an attraction for all in 
the center; stopping to see this, they 
MAY see other things, things that are 
to sell. 

DON’T forget that a moving object 
in your window will attract nine out of 
ten, but after catching their eye, have 
something that will impress them that 
the money lying loose in their jeans 
belongs to you. 

Make attractive window cards— 
witty, sharp, to the point, but don’t say 
so much that it takes the reader all of 
his noon hour to read one card. Like 
selling goods, a few well-aimed “know 
what you're saying’ remarks do more 
good toward landing a customer than 
all the flowery words used at random. 
Occasionally you find an exception, but 
you are safe to be concise, clean-cut 
and characteristic in your statements. 
Let the reader or listener become con- 
vinced that you know what you are 
talking about. You can then make him 
WANT what you have to sell. Re- 
member to make him WANT what you 
have to sell. 

When you place your goods in your 
window, don't dump them in and let it 
eo at that. ‘lreat your window as 
though a customer came into your 
store and didnt know what he 
wanted, but you had an IDEA that it 
might be a comb and brush or some- 
thing in the way of sundries. Would 


you think of dumping tonics, shoe pol- 


ish, razors, cough syrups, epsom salts 
or compound licorice powder for him to 


look at? NO! You'd say to yourself, 
“This man wants to make his girl a 


present; let’s see what we can sell 
him.” Out would come something in 
the line appealing to his wants. 

Or, should he give you an idea his 
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baby was croupy, you would in a mo- 
ment hustle out “our own” cough’syrup 
for children. | | 

You may say, “How do I know. what 
the customer wants when he looks in 
af the window?” If you have a cough 
syrup in the window and he “rubbers” 
you may be “patting yourself’ it’s 
cough syrup that is in “sympathy” with 
his condition. You’ll not have to ask 
him what he wants when he comes ‘in, 
if your little “talk” in the window is 
convincing. He KNOWS what he 
wants. 

Where competition is keen, the price 
ticket is essential. Judge for your- 
selfi—Did you ever go by a gent’s fur- 


nishing store and “peek” in- the win- 


dow, see a dandy shirt beckoning to 
you? You were sure that shirt was 
made for you. YET—Did you ever 
think, “Wish I knew how much it 
cost,’ and if the price had been on a 
ticket, $1.00, and you were sure it was 
worth $2.00, you’d have taken it quick? 
Just so—Did you ever stop to think 


mayhap some stranger felt the same 


way about a pretty atomizer you had 
displayed in your window? 

When you put in a cough syrup 
window you will naturally say, “Mine 
to the front.” Take it from me, if you 
put others goods, better keep yours 
out. The tendency is to take the other 
fellow’s preparation. Yours may be 
superior in appearance and quality, yet 
you will observe the combination of 
your goods with those of other makes 
is not good. When cough syrup 1s 
mentioned, it was used only as an illus- 
tration. 

Did you ever stop to think that the 
good display of your own goods in a 
window will attract as much attention 
as the other fellow’s articles? 

Quoted below are a few pickings 
from others’ advertising and a few 
comments alongside. | 

“The value of advertising is in pro- 
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portion to its persistency, not in its 
quantity. Persistency is the keynote — 
to successful advertising as it is to suc- 
cessful anything.” | 

CORRECT! If the first time your 
window of your own goods doesn’t sell 
your entire stock, don’t give up. Get 
MAD and put in another, just to show 


em. 
“SHOW CARD TALK—It is un- 
necessary in this enlightened day and 
age of mercantile progressiveness to 
offer any argument for the use of show 
cards. They are a recognized necessity 
in the modern store.” 

Just remember this next time you 
dress the show window. Also have a 
few of these cards in your show cases. 

“The properly, used show window is 
the BEST advertising medium within 
the reach of the retail merchant. Your 
départment store managers appreciate 
this, and many of them employ artists 
to do nothing else but dress windows. 
There are any number of people walk- 


ing the streets of your town whose 


money fairly burns their pockets, 
yearning to be spent. Show them 
something to spend it on and make 
them think they WANT it, and the 
trick is done.” 

“Don’t try to put your entire stock 
in your window; leave room for ef- — 
fective display. The combination of 
the article and the price together some- 
times makes an appeal that one can- 
not resist.” 

That’s the idea! Use your win- 
dows; make good displays; change 
your windows often; get people in the 


habit of looking to see what you put 
in next; don’t put in everything at the 


same time. Don’t feed hungry spec- 
tators soap and wash cloths every 
week. | 

Did you ever stop to think that 
maybe your window could help you 
pay your rent? 
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MORE DRUG STORE EXPERIENCES*

No doubt many of you have heard of 
the patient who was given a box of 
pills with directions to take all at once. 
Next day upon the doctor making in- 
quiry, “Did the pills physic you?” he 
replied, “Well, no, doctor; I forgot to 
take the cover off the box and perhaps 
the pills did not have a good chance.” 
I encountered the reverse of this a few 
days ago. A customer called and, 
handing me a box, remarked, “I want 
three times the quantity of them. I 
suppose they will be much cheaper 
now, as I put the cases back in the 
box.” It seems that he had had a pill 
mass dispensed in capsules and he had 
removed the mass from the capsules, 
which latter he replaced in the box— 
and he came all the way from Oakland 
to display his wisdom. But if ignor- 
ance plays such sad chances on some 
unthoughtful people, what are we to 
think of a druggist who plays a fellow- 
member of our craft for a sure thing? 
A certain co-worker has been in the 
habit of calling at my store, generally 
on a Sunday about 5 or 6 p. m., to fill 
up on such shorts, in a small way, as 
he required. It has always been my 
custom to accommodate any fellow as- 
sociate with any thing [ to spare 
upon his making application for it; and 
at, in a general way, what it cost me, 
thus giving my men’s time and service 
for nothing. Well, a few Sundays ago, 
the party called and wanted one box 
of Stuart’s dyspepsia tablets, and one- 
half dozen Castoria. The first article 
was priced to him at 35 cents, profit 
1% cents; the second article was priced 
to him at 75 cents, profit 5 cents; equalé 
ing a profit of 624 cents. So, after 
using up my assistant’s time in getting 
out the goods for him—at an accom- 
modation of the munificent reward of 
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624 cents, he retorted, “See here, don’t 
you know that you are charging me the 
retail prices for the goods?” “Well,” 


said my assistant, “how is it possible to - 


make them any less?” The reply made 
was not only insulting, but too vulgar 
for repetition, and so, turning upon his 
heel, walked out. How proud he must 
have been to thus have striven to 
smirch the ermine of one who had 
never done him an injustice. Now, 
gentlemen, we may rail at the public 
for non-appreciation of goods sold at 
less than living rates, but what shall we 
say of our own co-workers who deny 
us a mere pittance for service de- 
manded of us—knowing full well the 
hardships we encounter—and to have 
our pains for our gains except for the 
harsh billingsgate flung back. My only 
hope is that such cuttlefish, like théir 
surroundings, may be so darkened that 
I may never seem them again. 


SOW-THISTLE AS A CURE FOR. 
OPIUM HABIT 
By Albert Schneider 


As is known, the Chinese are pe- 
culiarly addicted to the use of opium. 
For this tendency they owe thanks to 
the British Government, if our informa- 
tion pertaining to the “opium war” is 
correct. Nevertheless, the Chinese are 
very anxious to be cured of the habit, 


and the Chinese Government is en-. 


deavoring to stamp out this curse. 
Various opium-habit remedies have 
been tried. Some months ago the plant 
known as Combretum sundaicum Maiq. 
received much mention in the pharma- 
ceutical journals. It apparently does 
good work, according to more or less 
indirect sources of information. Since 
this is an Eastern plant (Sunda 
Islands, Asia, etc.), its use has not 
been introduced into America as yet. 
Within the period of one year a new 
opium-habit cure has come into use in 
and about San Francisco. The new 
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remedy is‘the cosmopolitan herb Son- 
chus oleraceus L., commonly known as 
sow-thistle, a member of the Com- 
positz or sunflower family. This plant 
has become disseminated everywhere 
along commercial routes. It was well 
known to the ancients, by whom it was 
designated as a life-giving herb. It 
was highly lauded by such authorities 
as Theophrastus, Dioscorides, Pliny 
and others. The juice was given as a 
tonic and applied in the form of a 
cataplasm to nursing women to aug- 


ment the secretion of milk. It was also 


highly esteemed in diseases of the liver 
and in jaundice. 

Dr. Francis Peyre Porcher, in his 
Medical Botany otf the Confederate 
States (Charleston, 1863), says of this 
plant: ‘“‘The tender leaves are boiled 
and eaten in some countries as greens: 


they are of a cooling nature, are ap- 


plied outwardly as an emollient cata- 


plasm, found serviceable in inflam-_ 


matory swellings, carbuncles, etc. It 
is said to be useful in stagnation of the 
portal circulation. According to some 
it increases the secretion of milk in 
animals. Roots are milky and bitter, 
but have occasionally been converted 
into bread.’ These statements are ap- 
parently taken from Merat’s Diction- 
aire de Materie Medicale (1834). 

‘ The stems and roots are eaten in 


_ Australia. The young shoots are con- 
sidered an excellent food. The Italians 


have long used the leaves as a salad. 
According to J. M. Maisch, the Mexi- 
cans use’the roots as a tonic and the 
leaves as an emollient and galacta- 
gogue. The brown evaporated juice in 
doses of from two to four grains acts 


as a hydragogue cathartic.. With aro- 


matics and belladonna the juice is 
recommended as a_ substitute for 
elaterium in dropsy. | 

The following statements are based 
upon verbal reports of M. Q. Fong, 
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formerly private secretary to the Chi- 
nese Consul-General Sun Sze-yee. Mr. 
Fong was born in Oakland, Cal.; is a 
high school graduate and completed the 
junior course in the California College 
of Pharmacy. He is greatly interested 
in the present educational and com- 
mercial awakening of China. He gave 
much efficient assistance in the re- 
habilitation of the Chinese after the 
earthquake and fire of 1906. ° 
Wu Ting Fang and others have en- 
deavored to restrict the importation of 
crude opium and by diplomacy and 
legislation have endeavored to reduce 
the habitual use of this narcotic. 
Whereas formerly the opium habit was 
largely limited to the wealthy and to 
officials, it is now impossible to get em- 
ployment in the Government service if 
addicted. to the opium habit. The chief 
users of opium now are the poor and 
the middle classes. Nearly alk of those 
addicted to the habit are anxious to be 
cured, which has made the work of ex- 
perimenting with cures comparatively 
easy. 
The use of Sonchus oleraceus as an 
opium-habit cure is said to have 


originated in the Hawaiian Islands. — 


Somewhat over a year ago Consul- 
General Tun Sze-yee, assisted by Chi- 
nese merchants of Oakland and San 
Francisco, established several stations 
where the remedy was prepared and 
distributed freely to all who wished to 
try it. ‘The plants are collected (the 
herb, stem and leaves) at any time 
during the flowering period, placed in 
large kettles, water is poured on and a_ 
decoction made by boiling from eight 
to ten hours. he prolonged boiling is 
Said to reduce the laxative properties. | 
This decoction with a pinch of salt is 
taken ad lib once a day. A teacupful 
or more constitutes an average dose. 
The laxative properties, which are 
quite pronounced at first, lessen very 
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appreciably in the course of three or 
four days. 

The time required to effect a cure 
varies from ten days to two months 
and longer. Cure statistics are not 
very reliable, because of the difficulty 
encountered in keeping full records of 
those taking the treatment. It is esti- 
mated that at least 25 per cent of those 
who have taken the treatment are per- 
manently cured. Some do not continue 
the treatment long enough and others 
fail to report results. 

The herb is also collected and dried 
for use during the winter months, but 
the green herb is preferred. Experi- 
ments have been made with various 
adjuvants and correctives, as, for ex- 
ample, Chinese dates and Chinese 
orange peel, which are said to render 
the action of the drug more mild. 

Mr. Fang declares that in order to 
effect a cure the treatment must be per- 
sisted .in and also that weakened con- 
stitutions are not likely to succeed, 
partly because the necessary’ will 
power is lacking and partly because 
they cannot withstand the severity of 
the remedy. If the drug is boiled for 
a short time only (one-half hour), its 
laxative action is too severe and the 
system is rapidly weakened. 

The chemical constituents of this 
plant have not yet been: determined 
accurately. It contains a bitter prin- 
ciple, some resin, some rubber and 
perhaps a narcotic principle. Its action 
as an opium-cure remedy is no doubt 
due to the laxative properties, the tonic 
properties and perhaps in part due to 
its narcotic effects. The narcotic prop- 
erties are no doubt sufficient to benumb 
the terrible craving: for opium and the 
mental anguish that exists in the opium 


fiend. From all evidence thus far ob- 


tainable, this remedy is well worthy of 
more careful investigation. 


CAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSO- 
CIATION' 
By Henry Kraemer 

It is not my purpose this evening to pre- 
sent an elaborate scheme of reorganization 
of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, nor to recommend measures which are 
in the least degree revolutionary in char- 
acter. The ideas which I shall present are 
wholly evolutionary, and in line with the 
progress that is being made in pharmacy 
and medicine, and have for the most part 
been already given expression to, either by 
myself, other members of the Association, 
or are being carried out by other organiza- 
tions. | 

The scheme which I have in mind is an 
ideal one in some particulars, yet one 
which I hope will eventually be felt to be a 
need of the pharmacists of this country. 
Other features of it. are of immediate con- 
cern, and fortunatély, as I see the matter, 
are perfectly feasible at the present time., 

An ideal system of organization of Ameri- 
can pharmacists would provide for a 


‘national association composed of State and 


Territorial associations, which in turn are 
composed of district or county societies, all 
correlated and working with a definite aim 
one with regard to the others. In a general 
way, the national organization should con- 
sider national legislation, and other matters 
of a national or interstate character. The

sought the co-operation of physicians in 
carrying on the work of improving the con- 
ditions of pharmacy, and this means that 
we are to confer and associate with profes- 
sional critics. On the other hand, our 


methods and work will henceforth be open . 


to the inspection of government experts, 
and this means that we must be able to 
carry on this scientific work implied by the 
degrees and certificates which we hold, or 
more explicitly, be able to carry out the 
processes and apply the tests required by 
the Pharmacopoeia and other’ standard 
works—in short, be able to pronounce upon 
the composition and quality of all the drugs, 
chemicals and preparations which we. dis- 
pense. The government is getting ready to 
carry on its work, and we must likewise be 
ready to carry on ours. ‘There are, of 
course, higher motives which should prompt 
us, but these need not be considered now, 
being always implied in any discussion 
which looks to the betterment of pharmacy. 

In several European countries special 
courses are given to retail pharmacists by 
the pharmaceutical schools at various times, 
as after the appearance of a new pharma- 
copoeia, in order that they may be qualified 
‘to meet the advanced requirements and 
make practical use of the pharmacopceia. 
There is all the more necessity in this 
country at the present time for such work, 
as already indicated, and it seems to me 
that the Philadelphia Branch might well 
take up this matter, at least in an experi- 
mental way. I am inclined to think that 


there are some pharmacists in this vicinity 


and will be brought up for further action 
at the next annual meeting. For some time 
past some of the members have felt that the 
work transacted at the annual meeting con- 
sumes too much time, and when it is 
remembered that the American Medical As- 
sociation, with its large membership and 
more numerous sections, transacts its work 
in less time, the criticism seems well 
founded. In order, therefore, to meet the 
aforesaid criticism, as well as to increase the 
interest in the session, it would seem de- 
sirable to relegate all of the business of the 
Association to a widely representative elec-. 
tive body, and to devote all of the time ‘of 
the meeting to the reading and discussion 
of papers and kindred work. In this way, 
the meeting would probably not need to 
extend over more than three or four days, 
and it would furthermore be found that 
the membership at large would have as 
much say in the business of the Association 
as they have now. Moreover, in view of 
the fact that the National Association of 
Retail Druggists is devoted exclusively to 
the business side of pharmacy, it seems to 
me that the commercial section of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association 
might well be merged with one of the other 
sections, and thus a saving of a certain 
amount of energy effected. The committee 
has had a good deal of trouble to keep up 


the work, as evidenced by the programme 


last year, some of the subjects being purely 
pharmaceutical. 
In summarizing what I have in mind, 
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then, I may say that I hope that eventually 
the American Pharmaceutical Association 
will ramify every part of our national ter- 
ritory, and that the State associations now 
organized or hereafter to be organized will 
merge into the National Association, and 
recommend for your immediate considera- 
tion the question of rendering such assist- 
ance to practicing pharmacists as will help 


them to meet the rapid advances in their 


profession, and also that of limiting the 
annual meetings of the Association at large 
wholly to the presentation of papers and 
similar matters.

COATING OF ENTERIC PILLS WITH 
SALOL 
By P. W. Byrd, Ph. C. 


Of the many methods which have 
been suggested for coating enteric pills 
with salol, few, if any, have proven 


satisfactory. Most of the processes are | 


slow, and a smooth, even coating is ob- 
tained with difficulty. On account of 
the salol being very brittle, the coating 
is easily broken, thus destroying the 
value of the pill. It was with a view 
of obtaining a method whereby a 
smooth, durable coating of salol could 
be quickly applied at the prescription 
counter that the writer began a series 
of systematic experiments, resulting in 
the evolution of the following process. 

To the salol, which is kept liquid on 
a water-bath as near as possible to its 
melting point (107° to 108° Fahren- 
heit), five per cent of balsam of tolu 
is added. As the melting point of the 
tolu is practically the same as that of 
salol, a perfect solution results. The 
pill is fixed on a needle, and is then 
dipped into the salol and tolu, and then, 
when removed, is rotated between the 
thumb and finger until the coating has 
cooled. This insures an even distribu- 
tion of the salol, and two dippings will 
generally give a coating sufficiently 
thick. | 

To render the crystallized  salol 
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smooth, the pill, still fixed on the 
needle, is rotated for a few seconds 
over a heated surface, such as a wire 
gauze over a Bunsen flame, care being 
used to bring the pill just near enough 
to the heat to fuse the salol, which is 
shown by its glossy appearance. When 
the pill is cool the needle is removed 
and the orifice closed with a drop of 
melted salol and smoothed over with a 
warmed needle. 

A coating as suggested above will 
quickly dissolve in a 0.3 per cent 
solution of sodium carbonate at a tem- 
perature of from 107° to 108° Fahren- 
heit, or, in other words, under condi- 
tions similar to those which exist in 
the duodenum. 


NOTES ON THE RELATION BE- 
TWEEN DRUGS AND THEIR 
FLUID EXTRACTS EX- 
TRACTS. |

Pharmacists have always’ been 
taught that a cubic centimeter of a 
fluid extract represented a gramme of 
the drug, or that approximately a 


minim represented a grain. There has . 


been no deviation from this relation 
between drug and fluid extract until 
the 8th Revision of the United States 
Pharmacopoeia was issued. Then, 
without any explanation of the reason 
why this was done, ten fluid extracts 
are directed to be made from 6 to 20% 


weaker than the drugs. That is, a 


cubic centimeter of the fluid extract 


represents from .800 Gm. to (approxi-: 


mately) .9400 Gm. of the drug. | 
These are all alkaloidal drugs, the 
drug in each case being required to 
contain a certain percentge of alkaloid 
or alkaloids. ‘The fluid extracts are 


also required to be standardized, so 


that 1000. Gm. of the drug, instead of 
yielding 1000 Cc. of fluid extract yields 
an indefinite quantity, determined by 
the amount of alkaloid present. ‘That 
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may be 950 Cc. or 1050 Cc., as the case 
may be. When the Pure Food and 
Drugs Law came into operation the 
Committee of Revision thought it best 
to allow a little leeway, so that a slight 
defect in carrying out the process 
should not invalidate the product. So 
they lowered the requirements of alka- 
loidal content as above mentioned. In 
the case of the Fluid Extract Cinchona, 
the standard set for ether-soluble alka- 
loids is the same as in the drug, the 
percentage of total alkaloids (5%) de-

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manded in the bark being disregarded 
in the fluid extract.

A South American shrub cultivated 
in Southern California. It is a tere-

catarrh, in jaundice, in dyspepsia and 
to increase the secretion of bile. It 
has been employed in gonorrhea and 
gonorrheal prostatitis.

Cultivated as ornamental plants.

The plant has the fragrance of the 
European Asperula odorata. A decoc- 
tion is much used as a spring tonic 
(“May-drink’’). 

383. Garcinia mangostana L. Man- 
gosteen.

Naturalized in the western portions 
of Jamaica. Cultivated in southern 
Florida. This highly valued fruit tree 
could no doubt be cultivated in the 
southern portions of the State. Fruit 
very delicious, about the size and form 
of the orange. ‘The resinous juice is 
purgative and yields a pigment. 

384. Gardenia grandiflora. 
jasmine. Rubiacez. 

A native of China, cultivated in the 
State. The fruit yields a yellow dye 
with which the yellow robes of the 
mandarins are stained. (Bailey’s Cycl.

385. Garrya elliptica 
tassel tree. Cornacez. 

Valued as a tonic in malarial fevers.

Does a Soda Fountain Pay? 
By A. L. Rich 

It will be the endeavor of the Pacific 
Pharmacist in conducting this series of 
articles on the Soda Fountain to show 
its readers that soda water is not 
only a profitable department of a drug 
store, but that it exerts an influence 
on the whole store tending to make it 
popular, which naturally increases its 
business in all departments. We will 
also try and assist all we can in show- 
ing what is the best method of buying 
and conducting a soda fountain. We 
shall also devote space to the best 
formulas and processes for manufac- 
turing and dispensing the best flavors 
and beverages and for preserving 
fruits. 

The druggist who makes up his mind 
to put in a soda fountain must figure 
that it will increase his drug business 
as well as being profitable itself. It is 
possible to make the department a 
paying one, no cities being too small 
for a soda fountain. Of course, location 
is a great advantage, but at the same 
time I have found that a great many 
people will go out of their way to get 
an exceptionally good glass of soda 
water. Now, why will they do it? The 
answer is simple: because the drinks 
are made and served differently from 
what they are accustomed to, which 
gives them an individuality, and that is 
exactly what we are all after. Why 
are they so different? ‘The answer 
again is simple: by being original. 
Don’t watch your neighbor; make him 
watch you. Many druggists fail to 
recognize that the soda fountain is the 
best medium to get strangers into their 
stores. On an exceptionally hot day, 
everybody is looking for some place to 


get acold drink. What do they do but 
drop into your store? While at the 
fountain it occurs to them that they 
need something from one of the other 
departments. Result—a customer. 
Once a customer, always a customer, 
provided he is treated right. That is 
where the soda man gets in his work; 
he sees that all customers get exactly 
what they ask for, and the way they 
want it. There is another class of cus- 
tomers we must not forget, and that is 
the ladies. Once you please a lady 
customer you will have her always, 
and not only her but her friends, for 
she will surely tell them of the place 
where she got that delicious glass of | 
soda and how nicely it was served, in 
a polished glass, not one that was 
never wiped and had finger marks all 
over it. It takes the ladies to notice 
those things, and they are not afraid 
to talk about it. They make the 
steadiest of customers at the fountain. 
It seldom fails to make her a regular 


customer when once she gets the habit. 


The children are also to be considered. 
I have known many of them to pass— 
by several soda fountains to go to one 
out of the way, just because they were 
treated right. A child who spends 
his own money likes to be treated 
like a grown person, and I find they 
are the best little boosters a soda 
fountain can have. I remember we 
used to have a crowd of news- 
boys and messengers come to our 
fountain regularly every day, although 
they had to pass not less than three 
others before getting to our store. 
The only reason I could see was that 
I took pains and saw that they were 
treated just like all of our customers, 
and not as street urchins. No matter 
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how rough and boisterous they were 
on the street, they always behaved at 
the fountain. Now in getting all of 
these people in the habit of coming to 
your store, it stands to reason that a 
good percentage of them will become 
customers in the other departments; 
sO you can save considerable expense 
in advertising, as the soda fountain 
does that. Another reason is that the 
masses know that a druggist has more 
scientific knowledge about that branch 
of the business, and consequently they 
have confidence in his drinks as being 
purer and more healthful. I could 
mention a dozen other good reasons 
why a druggist should have a soda 
fountain in his store, but I think the 
foregoing is conclusive. Some claim 
they can make better use of the valu- 
able space the fountain occupies, and 
that it does not pay, because the season 
is so short. That is just where he is 
mistaken. It has come to such a point 
now that there is no soda season, the 


business being about the same the year . 


round, by having delicious hot bever- 
ages as well as the cold drinks during 
the colder months. I find that you can 
make the soda department average 
about the same all the time, thereby 
keeping your name before the public 
and the regular force of employes the 
year round, which has an important 
bearing upon the financial success of 
the fountain. In conclusion, I will say 
that a druggist is in a position to pur- 
chase and manufacture a great many of 


the preparations for the fountain to 


better advantage than others who have 


fountains, and therefore can make con- © 


siderably more profit. The soda busi- 
ness as it is now is considered a busi- 
ness in itself, and must be treated as 
such. It requires the same attention 
as any other line to make it remunera- 
tive, and if any one who intends to 
put in a fountain thinks it will take 
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care of itself, he had better leave it 
alone. He must make up his mind that 
to make it pay he must get a man 
thoroughly posted in all branches of 
the business, and then he can be as- 
sured that it will be a success.

You will find the following to fill the 
bill: Into a nine-oz. mineral water 
glass squeeze half a lime, add about 
one oz. of pineapple (fruit) syrup, 
draw still and serve. He will surely 
come back. 

Egg Drinks.—For a midday drink 
you will find egg drinks very much 
liked. To make egg drinks well they 
should be thoroughly shaken with 


cracked ice and served quickly. Care 


must be taken that they are not passed 
from one glass to another too many 
times, as that has a tendency to make 
them flat, which is exactly what you 
want to avoid. Once, not more than 
twice, is sufficient. The popular egg 
drink for this city is egg chocolate, for 
which take one and one-half ounces of 
chocolate syrup, a small portion of ice 
cream, one egg well shaken, strain, 
raise with fine stream only, top with 


nutmeg, and you have the prince of egg 
drinks. 


Fruit Phosphate.—A fruit phosphate 
made of equal parts of orange, pine- 
apple (fruit) and raspberry (fruit) 
syrups with a dash of phosphate, 
served still in a nine-oz. mineral glass, 
makes a fine refreshing hot weather 
beverage. A new delicious hot weather 
drink is a “Prince Henry,” made by 
drawing still in a straight ten-ounce 
ginger ale glass about one ounce of 
root beer syrup and float on the top 
one-half ounce of sweet cream. Serve 
without straws, as the beauty of this 
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drink is in trying to drink off the cream 
from the top of the glass. 


VALUABLE SODA FOUNTAIN HINTS 

Aristotell Villas, chief dispenser in the 
large confectionery store of E. Mirras, at 
Seventh and St. Peter streets, St. Paul, is 
a young man of unusual resources who has 
given much study to the soda fountain busi- 
ness. “Many dispensers,” says Mr. Villas, 
“make the mistake of mixing drinks with a 
spoon. This deteriorates the drink, for it 
liberates the gas. It should be mixed only 
by pouring. Eggs should always be broken 
into a glass, never into a shaker. A plenty 
of shaved ice should be kept on hand. The 
dispenser, of course, should always be scru- 
pulously neat in his appearance as well as in 
his work. He should study and learn the 
special likes and dislikes of his regular cus- 
tomers, always be courteous and obliging 
and never argue with them. One should not 
be wasteful by making up a larger supply 
of syrups than can be used before it sours. 
In poor syrups there are more failures than 
in anything else.” 

Mr. Villas has invented a large number of 
drinks, and here are the formulas of some 
of them: | | 

Oriental Ruby—Grape juice, 2 oz.; straw- 
berry syrup, 1 oz.; rose leaves, 6; mint 
leaves, 6; crushed well against side of glass 
with ice; cracked ice, ™%4 glass; stir thor- 
oughly, then add soda water, coarse stream; 
serve in tall lemonade glass; decorate with 
fancy whole cherries and sliced lemon. 


Sunset Surprise—Cover bottom of saucer — 


with layer of Nabisco wafers; top with 2 
small ladles of ice cream; add crushed fruit 
desired, usual amount; then add another 
layer of Nabisco; dress with whipped cream 
and fancy whole cherries. 

Kool-i-u—Lime juice, %4 oz.; juice of 4 
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add soda water, coarse stream; dress with 
sliced orange and fancy whole cherries. 

Arctic Snowball—Pineapple syrup, % oz.; 
lemon syrup, % oz.; orange syrup, oz.; 
egg, 1; plain cream, 2 oz.; shaved ice, 14. 
glass; shake, strain, toss and serve. 

Hasty Life Freeze—Pineapple syrup, 1 
Oz.; raspberry syrup, % oz.; spirits, %4 
eggs, 2; plain cream, 1 oz.; cracked ice, %4 
glass; shake, strain, toss and serve. 

N. S. X. Sundae—Ladle of ice cream on 
fancy plate; mix following ingredients: 
Shredded figs, 4 oz.; raisins, 6 oz.; marsh-. 
mallows, 4 oz.; walnut halves, 8 oz.; chop 
ingredients; add ladle of above to ice cream; 
dress with whipped cream, if desired, and 
fancy whole white cherries. 

Nut Mousse Sundae—Ladle of ice cream 
on fancy plate; top with usual amount of 
fruits mixed; raspberries, sliced peaches and 
claret syrup; a teaspoonful of nut sundae; 
dress with whipped cream if desired, fancy 
whole cherries and cubed pineapple. 

Nut Bamboo Souffle—Ladle of ice cream 
on fancy plate; add 1% oz. coffee syrup and 
shredded cocoanut mixed; dress’ with 
whipped cream, whole dates, seeded and 
fancy whole cherries. | : 

Fruit Salad—Pineapple cubes, 1 part; 
crushed strawberries, 2 parts; fancy whole 
cherries (must be firm), 3 parts; walnuts, 
chopped, 2 parts; mix and serve as all sun- 
daes. 

Sliced Peach Nut Mousse—Ice cream, 2 
small ladles on fancy plate; dress with 
sliced peaches, nut sundae, crushed cherries, 
whipped cream and cubed pineapple. 

Oriental Milk Punch—Duroy port, 1 pt.; 
raspberry syrup, % pt.; ginger ale syrup, 4 
oz.; juice of 10 oranges; rum, 2 oz.; milk, 
1% gal.; sweeten and color to suit taste; 
mix all ingredients; serve from punchbowl 
with the addition of cracked ice.—The Soda

I. NEW AND SELECTED SODA 
FORMULAS 


(Formulas under I and II are taken from 
Practical Druggist.) | 

During the coming season some one or 
more of these formulas may mean a good 
profit to you. 


1. American Bisque Syrup 


Mash one pound of roasted almonds in a 
large mortar and rub into them one quart 
of simple syrup. Pour into a suitable dish 
and boil for a few minutes. When cool 
strain and add one-quarter of an ounce of 
genuine Mexican vanilla bean extract. To 
this add enough cream syrup to make one 
gallon. Simple syrup may be used and 
sweet cream added when the drink is served 
if you prefer. 


2. Niagara Mist Syrup 

Mix thoroughly 2 pints of simple syrup, 1 
pint of sweet cream, % ounce of the best 
extract of vanilla and a dram of strawberry 
extract. In serving draw from 1% to 2 
ounces of syrup into a 12-ounce glass, then 
fill with soda, using both coarse and fine 
stream. | 

3. Sea Breakers 

Into a 12-ounce glass draw 1 ounce of 
vanilla syrup, % ounce of orange syrup and 
14 ounce of grape juice. Into this break an 
egg and add a dash or two of bitters (An- 
gostura), an ounce of sweet cream and a 
little ice; shake thoroughly and fill with soda 
same as in all other egg drinks, then strain 
into a clean glass and top with spice if de- 
sired. 
4. Coffee Iced Froth 

Mix together a quart of heavy whipping 
cream and a half pint of very strong coffee, 
to this add 12 ounces of powdered sugar 
and whip the mixture until it is converted 
into a froth, place lightly in glasses and 
serve. 

3 5. March Special 

Mix thoroughly 2 ounces of Jamaica gin- 
ger, 4 ounces of raspberry juice, 1 ounce 
solution of citric acid, % ounce of tincture 
of spearmint and enough simple syrup to 
make a gallon. 
6. Little Red Hen ‘ 

Into a 12-ounce glass draw 2 ounces of 
raspberry syrup, and add % ounce of rasp- 
berry vinegar, 1 egg and a little fine shaved 
ice, shake thoroughly, strain into a clean 
glass and serve. 

7. Nectar Punch 
Make a syrup as follows and use from a 


punchbowl if desired: Mix lemon, straw- 
berry and orange syrups in equal quantities 
and add 4 ounces of solution of acid phos- 
phate to each gallon. If used in a punch- 
bowl, decorate with sliced oranges. To 
serve, draw an ounce and a half in a 10- 
ounce mineral glass, fill half full of fine ice 
and fill with soda, serving solid, decorating 
with a maraschino cherry. This should be 
a favorite with the ladies in hot weather. 


8.. Chocolate Sandwiches 


Those fountains serving lunches may find 
the following to be a good novelty. Slightly 
butter thin slices of white bread, trim off 
the crusts and cut into any desired size. 
Grate bitter chocolate and sweeten to taste 
with granulated sugar. Melt a small piece 
of butter and add the chocolate to it and 
when all is a smooth paste remove from the 
fire and cool. If too thick to spread be- 
tween the slices of bread, moisten with a 
little cream. This makes a delicious sweet 


sandwich and should take well with lovers 


of chocolate. 


II. SUMMER DRINKS 


The following half dozen formulas are 
taken from the Soda Fountain. If properly 


prepared. they will be found good sellers, 
if not entirely novel. 


1. Frozen Phosphate 


Fill 8 or 9 ounce glass with finely shaved 
ice, add three dashes of solution of acid 
phosphates and nearly cover the ice with 
the desired syrup; serve with a spoon. 


2. Manhattan Cocktail 


ice ..... ....- tumblerful 
Cherry malt phos. syrup..™%4 ounce 
Catewoa. Corami......... 2 dashes 
Carbonated water ...... 4 ounces 


Stir with a spoon and strain into a wine 
glass in which has been previously placed 


a seedless cherry, then immediately over ° 


the glass express the oil from a small piece 
of fresh lemon peel by twisting it between 
the thumb and forefinger. 


3. Fruit Punch 


Strawberry S¥rap......... 10 ozs. 
10 ozs. 


Mix; use two ounces of this syrup to a 
large glass one-third full of shaved ice, 
then fill with carbonated water and add a 
slice of pineapple and some strawberries. 
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Correspondence and Queries 


In response to a request from the 
Pharmaceutical Era for the opinion of 
the President of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association on the above 
subject, .the following letter was 


written: 
May 28, 1908. 

Editor Pharmaceutical Era, New York. 

Dear Sir—Your letter of the 14th. inst. 
came just in the midst of our State Pharma- 
ceutical Meeting. As I was President of 
the Association at the time and had many 
friends here from different parts of this 
State, I could give the subject no thought 
until this evening. 

Professor Kraemer should receive the 
thanks of the members for having presented 


the subject of the reorganization of the 


American Pharmaceutical Association in 
such a form as to invite discussion. He dis- 
claims any thought of proposing anything 
“in the least degree revolutionary,’ yet he 
proposes, as I understand him, to do away 
entirely with the entertainment features, 
and would also expunge the Commercial 
Section, allowing it to go in part to the 
other sections and in part to the N. A. R. D. 
This strikes me as almost revolutionary; too 
radical for immediate adoption. It would 
only be necessary for us to take one more 
step, relegating pharmaceutical legislation to 
the State Boards, and pharmaceutical educa- 
tion to the Conference of Faculties, to 
emasculate the Association so it would be 
too weak to stand alone. 

Now these changes may come in time 
and it is possible that Professor Kraemer is 
looking into the distant future. But let us 
not be too hasty. The membership of the 
Association at the present time is held to 
it chiefly by four considerations: 

First—Social features. 

Second—Trade issues. 

Third—Pharmaceutical education and leg- 
islation. 

Fourth—Pure science and pharmacy. . 

Cut out the first and some will cease at- 
tending the meetings and some cease their 
membership. Then the second, and more 
will follow. Then the third, and still more 
would drop out. Now, the membership is 


too small as it is. With the ties that now 


bind a large element in our body to the 
Association weakened, the membership 


would decline so seriously as to mar the 


usefulness of the organization. We need 
to build up, not pull down. 

Professor Kraemer says that three or 
four days should suffice for the conduct of 
our business at the annual meeting. Un- 
doubtedly that would be time enough under 
the plan he suggests. But how about the 
attendance? It is small enough now. It 
would soon be much smaller. 

Professor Kraemer’s payer does not make 
clear to my mind how the A. Ph. A. would 
look after post-graduate work. I am in 
full accord with him in believing that op- 


portunity should be afforded to those who 


wish to perfect themselves in the technique 
of testing drugs and chemicals so that they 
may be competent to compare them with 
the U. S. P. and N. F. standards. But I 
think that work should be done by the col- 
leges. His paper implies, but does not state, 
that the A. Ph. A. should attend to this. 

I heartily concur in Professor Kraemer’s 
suggestion to eliminate most of the business 
of the Association out of our general meet- 
ings, and leave it to “a widely representa- 
tive body.” The Treasurer’s and Secretary’s 
Reports should be printed in advance, dis- 
tributed at the opening session and read in 
abstract or by title at a subsequent session. 
Any matters therein needing discussion 
could be brought up. 

I have been comforting myself with the 
thought that the establishment of local 
branches was gradually effecting a reorgani- 
zation of the A. Ph. A. I should like to 


see this plan pursued much farther, until 


every center having a dozen or more mem- 
bers is organized into a local branch. The 
publication of their proceedings in the Bul- 
letin brings these branches into touch with 
each other and with the entire membership. 
I do not see that Professor Kraemer offers 
any substitute for this or any improvement 
upon it. Until we are ready to disband our .- 
State pharmaceutical associations there is 
not room enough for so much machinery as 
Professor Kraemer’s plan suggests. ; 


I write just as I feel today. .I may think 
differently when Dr. Kraemer or some one 


else has given us those details which he 
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specially says he does “not undertake to 
work out.” Yours truly,

To the Editor: 

Much has been written by correspondents 
as to the advisability of asking the clerk to 
co-operate with his employer—thus making 
the business as a whole pay better profits. 
After reading the pros and cons expressed 
by different writers, I wish to give my ver- 
sion from a clerk’s point of view. 

No man should go into the drug business 
for himself unless he is satisfied that he 
possesses the confidence and will thus be 
able to wage the battle of success in this 
commercial age. The intricacies connected 
with every line of business appeal to the 
men who know how to take advantage of 
them as they present themselves. Any 
pharmacist who has the capital without the 
commercial training should seek a partner— 
also.a pharmacist—possessing such knowl- 
edge, without money, and by so doing their 
success is assured. First of all the business 
can be conducted without extra help, and if 
the business warrants, employ more help 
then. Such help will have to perform such 
duties consistent with the nature and lo- 
cality of the business, and can be dis- 
pensed, without interfering a great deal with 
daily routine work, until a new clerk has 
been secured. 

An employer who tries to gain the con- 
fidence of his clerk is either incompetent to 
face the music himself, or seeks to steal 
good points without paying for the same, 


and therefore is pursuing a poor business. 


policy. I have tried to reason with many 
an employer that, inasmuch as he is willing 
to pay high rent, with mahogany fixtures 
and magnificent soda fountains on the prem- 
-ises, he ought also be willing to pay high 
salaries and thus secure the best help. But 
the larger and more luxurious the business, 
the less those men want to pay their clerks. 

As a general rule the retail druggists have 
little or no commercial training, and this is 


the cause at the present time that the N. A.. 


R. D. is confronted with a fight for its life 
and existence, lacking only the necessary 
funds to carry on the good work. The re- 
tail druggist hates to part with a few paltry 
dollars to sustain an organization of his 
own, as the N. A. R. D., whose only object 
is to increase his profits and to secure for 


him favorable legislation. The termination 
of the patents upon phenacetine and aristol, 
brought about by the N. A. R. D., has saved 
to date to all druggists enough money that 
even the smallest of them could well afford 
to pay five years’ dues in advance. The tri- 
patrite plan after its adoption, and prevent- 
ing the price cutter from using the news- 
papers in advertising staple patents, are 
only a part of the work accomplished by the 
N. A. R.. D. In large cities the cut-rate 
stores are chiefly owned by speculators, who 
know the weak spot of the sleepy retail 
druggist, and such stores employ the best 
to be found among clerks. Chicago had to 
surrender its best stores to such speculators 
within the last two years, and this speaks 

In rural districts the retail druggist is the 
most narrow-minded of them all. His suc- 
cess in business is due solely to family con- 


nection among the townspeople rather than 


from commercial enterprise. Away from 
the price cutter he cares nothing for the 


profession at large, and I venture to say 


that the roster of the A. Ph. A. and N. A. 
R. D. contains a small percentage of them 
as active dues-paying members. 

I have had more opportunities to learn 


from observation the modus operandi pur- 


sued by some of them. Hardly an intelli- 
gent pharmacist could ever be guilty of such 
asininity. 

After the earthquake here in San Fran- 
cisco an obscure druggist of foreign birth, 
losing his original haunt by fire, and who, 
by the way, is a graduate of a local college 


of pharmacy, happened to buy a certain 


store in the unburned district. Temporary 
buildings having been erected in the mean- 
time to house upwards of 25,000 people in 
his neighborhood, he was doing unexpect- 
edly a business of about $8,000 per month. 
Instead of immediately organizing a 
laboratory of his own, he would rather buy 
everything, and thus became the talk among 
traveling men of being the best customer for 
specialty houses. A clerk who happened to 
accept a temporary position with this firm 
found not as many mortars as are gener- 


ally to be had in the smallest drug stores, | 


and yet they were doing an enormous pre- 
scription business. A Florence flask, a per- 
colator and an alcohol lamp were bought 
and installed in this establishment after a 
while, and after said clerk had made re- 
peated demands. 
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Pharmaceutical magazines were torn to 
pieces as soon as they arrived. Nota single 
price list could be found. Essence of pep- 
sin and elixir of lactated pepsin in the like 
staples ‘were ordered shipped from St. 
Louis, Mo., in 25-gallon quantities. An old 
preparation of the house, that of a hair 
tonic, supposed to have been in use in the 
fifteenth century, the principal ingredient 
being praec. sulphur, etc. Each six-ounce 
bottle contained one dram oil rose geranium. 
Bismuth formic iodide, Mulford’s, was sold 
at 25 cents per can. When the clerk re- 
monstrated with the proprietor, he was told 
he sold it for years at 25 cents, and his old 
stand-by clerk corroborated his employer. 

Notwithstanding the fact that he was the 
only one to order the goods during his 
entire career as a retail druggist, for about 
fifteen years or so, certifying the bills him- 
self, paying them every month, and still in- 
sisted that he was right. Next day an order 
was given for a half dozen of the disputed 
article, and sure enough the bill stated the 
right price, which was $4 per dozen. 

The hair tonic I speak of had quite a sale 
in his old haunt among the foreign popula- 
tion and when the formula was given by him 
to his old stand-by clerk, instead of one drop 
to each six-ounce bottle, he marked a dram 
of the oil, and therefore oil rose geranium 
was bought and used for years in pound 
and sometimes in five-pound quantities. 

I know his old clerk personally. He was 
trained by him and we must pardon him for 
not knowing better. He is the product of 
his preceptor. Could anybody reason with 
such men? Will it pay any clerk to get 
such employers out of their stupidity?

Mr. W. M. Searby, President California 
Pharmaceutical Association, College of 
Pharmacy, San Francisco, Cal—Dear Mr. 
Searby: As you probably know, the State 
associations which are component parts of 
the N. A. R. D., pay very little into our 
treasury—just enough to show that they 
are willing to bear their proportion of the 
financial burden. Most of the State organi- 
zations’ dues are small, so that, for several 
years past, the dues of members of the 
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State bodies to the N. A. R. D. have been 
only 25 cents per capita. 

But what we want, particularly, is your 
moral backing. We are working now, as 
we have been for the past ten years, for the 
commercial upbuilding of the retail drug 
business of the United States. We are try- 
ing to put more money into the pockets of 
our fellow druggists for their arduous labor, 
believing as we do that the first step to- 
wards raising the standard of pharmacy is 
to render the profitableness of the business 
an assured fact, so that the high-minded, 
honorable men engaged in it may be able 
to live comfortably and to devote somewhat | 
more of their time to considering questions 
of vital moment to themselves as pharma- 
cists, and a little less to their welfare as 
tradesmen. 

Do not misunderstand me that we hold 
in light esteem the business side of our 


_ calling; because we have no such feeling. 


However, we object seriously to the charge 
which occasionally been brought 
against the N. A. R. D., that we are ultra 
commercial in our tendencies. We are mak- 
ing an honest effort to benefit our fellow 
druggists where we believe they most se- 
riously need to be benefitted, namely, in 
their pocketbooks. The American Pharma- 
ceutical Association has long and success- 
fully looked after their professional needs; 
what we want to do is to render them more 
successful than they have heretofore been, 
if possible, as business men. | 

I want to congratulate you and your fel- 
low druggists upon the formation of your 
State organization, and to assure you that 
we are very glad indeed to welcome you to 
the ranks of the associations that are work- 
ing for the betterment of the professional 
and commercial status of those engaged in 
our calling. 

We trust you will feel that the N. A. R. D. 
ought to be honored by your druggists (in 
recognition of this association’s earnest en- 
deavors on behalf of the druggists of Cali- 
fornia in common with those of the re- 
mainder of the country) by your becoming 
affliated with the other thirty-six State or- 


ganizations now comprised in the member- 


ship-of the N. A. R. D. Your adopting 
resolutions commending the labors of our 
association and expressing your opinion as 
to the merits or demerits of the plans and 
policies we are using in our endeavors to 
make the drug business pay better will be 
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sincerely appreciated, I assure you. Feel- 
ing as we do that we are entitled to this 
encouragement at your hands, we sincerely 
hope that nothing will prevent your express- 
ing your approbation of our aims and your 
Cesire to co-operate with us in making suc- 
cessful our labors for the common good. 
There was never a time in the history of 
retail pharmacy in America when close co- 
operation by druggists with one another in 
furtherance of one another’s welfare was 
more seriously needed. Every year, it 
seems increases the responsibilities of our 
vocation, while at the same time almost 
every year finds our revenues diminishing 
through the establishment of untoward con- 
ditions which we must endeavor to control 
if we are loyal to our own best interests. 
A good deal is being said now about the 
return to prescribing, by physicians, of 
standard and ethical: preparations in lieu 
of the proprietaries which many doctors 
have grown into the habit of using in their 


practice. No more zealous champions of 


U. S. P. and N. F. propaganda work can be 
found than are the officers and members 
of the N. A. R. D. The impetus which our 
organization has given to this work is rec- 
ognized everywhere, and we are very glad 
indeed to have been of service as a co- 
worker with the American Pharmaceutical 
Association and the American Medical As- 
sociation in furthering this most deserving 
enterprise. What we have done is less than 
we would have liked to do, but we intend to 
persevere in the work, convinced as we are 


that in no way can we render more effective 


service to our fellow druggists. 

When I said in a foregoing paragraph, 
“almost every year finds our revenues di- 
minishing,”’ I had in mind the three evils 
of self dispensing by physicians, the sale of 
pharmaceuticals by manufacturing pharma- 
cists directly to physicians, and the itinerant 
vending of patent medicines, drugs, and 
drug merchandise by illiterate peddlers from 
supply wagons furnished by a number of 
manufacturing houses that make a specialty 
of that line. | 


As to the first two of these evils, we 
must, by education, wean the doctor away 
from self-dispensing, the first step being to 
convince him that he can depend upon us 
as pharmacists to assist him materially in 
his battle against disease, and that our skill 
and knowledge ought to be used by him in 
furtherance of the highest welfare of his 


patients. This may be a slow process, but 
we owe it to ourselves and those who shall 
come after us as pharmacists, to establish 
this relationship with the physicians. To 
no more important task can we devote our 
energies. 

As to pharmaceutical and surgical dress- 
ing manufacturers selling their supplies di- 
rectly to physicians, this abuse is correct- 
able if we set about it resolutely and in- 
telligently, as is also the hurtful practice, 
sometimes indulged in by the detail men of 
pharmaceutical houses, of speaking dispar- 
agingly of the retail drug trade. Most of 
the pharmaceutical manufacturers of this 
country owe their existence and their well- 
being to the help they have received at our 
hands in creating a demand for their prod- 
ucts, and between us and them there ought 
to be community of interest. If they are 
disposed to disregard our rights, is it not 
important that we know this and set about 
protecting ourselves in: the manner that 
promises the best results? 

With regard to the itinerant vendors, the 
State of Illinois controls these interlopers 
by. means of legislation, a license fee of 
$100 per month being required. For a long 
time this provision of the medical practice 
act was overlooked, but since its enforce- 
ment has been entered upon, the wagons of 
these vendors have practically been driven 
from the State, and the street corner patent 
medicine faker has almost entirely disap- 
peared. In other’ States, legislation 
affecting these dealers is now being 
agitated under the direction of the 
N. A. R. D., and it is our purpose 
to accomplish in every State the good 
results that have attended the _ enact- 
ment and enforcement of a suitable law in 
Illinois. 
- It would require too much time to enum- 
erate and to discuss in detail the national 
legislation which we are endeavoring to help 
forward, some of which originated with our 
association, and I shall only say in this con- 
nection that our committee on national 
legislation is doing its full duty by the re- 
tail drug trade, as every well informed 
pharmacist, who keeps in touch with cur- 
rent affairs will testify. Besides our na- 
tional legislative work, we are assisting in 
almost every State to secure the enactment 
of better laws and, to the end that this. work 
may be most certain of satisfactory results, 
we are sending to the various State legis-

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FOOD INSPECTION DECISION 92 


The Use of Copper Salts in the Greening of 
Foods 
As provided in Food Inspection Decision 
76, the Secretary of Agriculture has con- 
sidered the question of foods greened with 
copper salts. It has been decided that fodds 
so treated are not entitled to entry into the 
United States under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 11 of the Food and Drugs Act. Inas- 
much as contracts have already been made 
for the present year’s pack until January l, 
1909, all vegetables greened with copper 
salts, but which do not contain an excessive 
amount of copper and which are otherwise 
suitable for food, will be allowed entry into 
the United States, if the label bears the 
statement that sulphate of copper or other 
copper salts have been used to color the 
vegetables. On and after January 1, 1909, 
no foods greened with copper salts will be 
allowed entry into the United States.

| Amendment to Regulation 34 

Certain classes of articles are offered for 
entry into this country which, under cer- 
tain conditions, are ordinarily used for food 
purposes. The articles in question are used 
also for technical purposes An example 
of such a product is the nutmeg. The ma- 
ture and sound nutmeg is used for food 
purposes, while the defective nutmeg is used 
for the preparation of nutmeg oil, which has 
a technical use as an odoriferous principle. 
The defective nutmeg is not fit for food, but, 
on the other hand, is as well or even better 
suited for preparing oil. 

Under Regulation 34 as it now stands, 
shipments of products which are ordinarily 
‘used for food, but which in the particular 
case are intended for use in the arts, must 
be so denatured as to render them unfit for 
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food purposes, and the invoice accompany- 
ing the shipment must declare the technical 
use. It has proved impracticable to have 
all such products denatured before they are 
offered for entry into the United States. 
The Board of Food and Drug ‘Inspection 
recommends a change in Regulation 34 of 
Circular 21 of the Office of the Secretary, 
the amended Regulation to become effective 
on the date of issue, and to read as follows: 


Regulation 34, Denaturing 
(Section 11) 

Unless otherwise declared on the invoice, 
all substances ordinarily used as food prod- 
ucts will be treated as such. Shipments of | 
substances ordinarily used as food products 
intended for technical purposes should be 
accompanied by a declaration stating that 
fact. Such products should be denatured 
before entry, but denaturing may be allowed 
under customs supervision, with the consent 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, or the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury may release such 
products without denaturing, under such 
conditions as may preclude the possibility of 
their use as food products.
